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INTRODUCTION 


Of the 58 copper-plate records listed in Appendix A, Nos. 6-11, 20-22, 28, 29, 31, 33, 38-41 
and 58 belong to old collections (cf. 4. R. Ep., 1955-56, p.1). Most of the 600 inscriptions on 
stone and other materials listed in Appendix B were collected by the members of the 
Epigraphic Branch. 97 inscriptions listed in Appendix C continued from the previous years’ 
list, belong to the old collections while 78 coins and 19 seals have been listed in Appendix E. 
Appendix F contains the list of Photographs taken during the year. The section on the Arabic 
and Persian inscriptions (Appendix D) was not ready for inclusion in the Report. 


Some of the important records of the year’s collection are briefly reviuwed below. 


A. Copper Plates 


The earliest copper-plate grant (No. 24) in the current collection belongs to the Väkätaka 
king Pravaraséna II. It is dated in the 29th year of his reign and records his order pertaining 
to the grant issued from Pravarésvara-dévakula-sthana, evidently a Siva temple built and named 
after the king. The epigraph extends the king’s reign by two more years, his latest regnal year 
known so far being 27 when the Pattan plates (Ep. Ind., Vol. XXIII, pp. 81 ff.) were issued. 
In describing the relationship of Rudraséna I with his grandfather and father, the expression 
sünóh sünóh is used with reference to the grandfather while some such expression as súnóh oT 
putrasya with reference to the father is inadvertently omitted. Similarly Pravarséna II, the donor 
of the record, is wrongly described as the son's son (sünöh sünuh) of Rudraséna II. The third 
plate which purports to give the list of donees with other details is written in a different 
hand and in indifferent characters and this suggests that it was a later unauthorised addition 
to the set. In this plate, the grant is said to have been made at the dharma-sthana called 
Tilivamanaka in the year 29, vase 5, diva [7], while at the end of the plate, the date, perhaps 
of the issue of the grant, is given as year 29, Vaisakha-krishna-paksha-dasami. The record was 
written by Madhappa's subordinate (santaka) Mayarya when Madhappa was the Senapati. 


No. 27 belongs to Samanta Indraräja who issued the charter from Mandaka. The 
characters in which the charter is engraved are angular in shape and belong to a variety of the 
Siddhamatrika alphabet. On Palaeographical grounds, this inscription may be assigned to 

“the first half of the 7th century A.D. It is dated in the 1 st year of the reign apparently of 
the donor Indraräja who is called a Samanta, i.e. a feudatory ruler. Since the chief has issued 
the grant, dated in his own regnal reckoning, without mentioning any overlord, it may be 
surmised that Indraräja was a semi-independent ruler of a small area around the Shahdol 
District of Madhya Pradesh, where the plates were traced. It is possible that the plates belong 
to a period between the fall of the Maukharis and the Pushyabhüti occupation of the area 
under Harshavardhana (606-47 A. D.). See Ep. Ind. Vol. XXXIII, pp. 209 ff. 


No. 1 is a grant of Vikramaditya I of the house of the Chälukyas of Badami. It is dated in 
the 5th regnal year, Vaisäkha Su. 15. It states that Maharajadhiraja Paramésvara Vikramaditya 
Satyäsraya Sriprithivivallabha made a grant of the village of Iparumkal, situated in Vamgúravadi- 
vishaya, in favour of Sudar$an-ächärya by way of guru-dakshina on the occasion of his (i.e. 
the king’s) Siva-mandala-dikshä. The inscription has been published in Ep. Ind., Vol. XXXII,

To the same dynasty belongs No. 17. The charter, dated in the 14th year of the reign of 
Vijayaditya, equated with Saka 632, Kärttika šu. 15, records the grant of the village of Käruve 
near Karahatanagara on the bank of the Krishnavenna to Bhanudévasarman at the request 
of his son, prince Vikramaditya. The composer of the document was Mahäsändhivigrahika 
Niravadya-punyavallabha who figures in the same capacity in a few other charters of this ` 
family. He was perhaps the son of Räma-punyavallabha who composed some charters of 
Vinayaditya. The inscription has been published in op. cit., Vol. XXVI, pp. 322 ff. 


No. 13 trom Mehunabare, East Khandesh District, Bombay State, belongs to Vairadéva 
of the Séndraka family. It ıs dated in- Saka 624 (expired), Sravana ba. 11, Sankranti, Vyatipata, 
corresponding to 702 A.D., July 24, Monday. The recoid registers. the grant of the village. of 
Dévi-grama situated at a distance of two gavyútas to the west of Bahalapurt whence the chief 
is stated to have announced the grant. Vairadéva, described as Nikumbha-sikhamani, is stated 
to have been the son of Dandiräja and the grandson of Rajan Devasakti who is known to us 
as a Sendraka subordinate of the Western Chälukya king Vikramaditya I (655-81 A.D.) from 
the latter’s Karnool plates JBBRAS, Vol. XVI, pp. 227-28 and Plates) dated in his 10th regnal 
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year—664 A.D. The occurrence of the family name Nikumbha is noteworthy since another 


Nikumbha family of an earlier period is known to us from four other copper plates (cf. Ep. 
Ind., Vol. XXVIII, p. 198). 


No. 14 from Nandurbar, West Khandesh District, belongs to the reign of Rashtraküta 
Gövinda III and is dated Saka 722, Pushya $u. 15, Monday. The date corresponds to 801 A.D., 
January 4, the Uttaräyana, also mentioned having commenced on Tuesday, December 22, 


800 A.D. The king issued the charter registering the gift of the village of Köttävara to fifty 
Brahmanas. 


One (No. 18) of the copper-plate grants purporting to belong to the Rashtrakütas is dated 
in Saka 978 (in figures and in chronogram), Tärana, Kärttika, darga-tithi, solar eclipse. The 
details are irregular. The king referred to in the grant is Dantidurga and'the names of his father 
and grandfather are given as Amöghavarsha and Karkka respectively. The formal part of the 


record does not resemble any of the known Räshtraküta charters and the rulers mentioned 
are not known from any other source. 


Nos. 23 and 26 belong to king Bhöja of the Paramära dynasty. No. 23 is dated in V.S. 
1067, Jyéshtha Su. 1 Sunday, corresponding to 1011 A.D., May 6, the year being Karttikadi. The 
record is important in several ways. lt registers the grant of land in Sayanapäta-gräma in 
Arádhashtama-mandala lying within Möhadaväsaka-vishaya, by bhöktäramahäräjaputra 
Vatsaräja who is as yet unknown from any other source. The inscription affords the earliest 
date for the reign of Paramära Bhöja. Möhadaväsaka, the name of the district 
mentioned in the record, is evidently the region around Mödäsä .in the Sabarkantha District, 
Bombay State, where the record was found. Thus Bhöja’s rule over parts of the Sabarkantha 
Ahmedabad region, not far from the Chaulukya capital at Anahilapataka, is testified to by 
this record. The inscription has been published in Ep. Ind., Vol. XXXIII, pp. 192 ff. 


No. 26 is dated in V.S. 1074, Ašvina, šu. 5. The record is silent regarding Bhöja’s exploits 
of which we get an idea only from his Banswara (Ep. Ind., Vol. XI, pp. 81 ff) and Betma 
plates (ibid., Vol. XVII, pp. 320 ff.) both dated in V.S. 1076 about two years later than the date 
of this record. The latter two charters refer to Bhoja's conquest of the Konkana, about which 
the present record is silent. It may be surmised that Konkana was conquered sometime between 


these two dates, i.e., V.S. 1074 and 1076. The inscription has been published in Ep., Ind., Vol. 
XXXIII, pp. 215 ff. 


No. 12 from Dévalali belongs to Yadava Bhillama III. It is dated in Saka 974, Nandana, 
Pushya šu. 15, total lunar eclipse. According to the Indian Ephermeris, there was a total lunar 
eclipse in the month of Margasira of the said year. But Sewell's Eclipses of the Moon in India 
shows a total lunar eclipse to have occurred in the month of Pausha in that year under the 
mean intercalary system. If the adhika Agvina and the kshaya (suppressed) Pausha shown in 
the Indian Ephermeris are not taken into account, the given details of the present record may 
suggest December 8, 1052 A.D. The week-day was Tuesday which is not given in the record. 
The genealogy of the Yädavas as furnished by the inscription does not add any new information, 
The charter records Bhillama’s grant of: four villages, situated in Chalukya Ahavamalla’s 
territory, to the Brähmana $ridhara-dandanäyaka. The grant is stated to have been made in the 
presence of the Sämantas Mañkha and Sripati. In tracing the genealogy of the donee, it is stated 
that his great-grandfather Sillana migrated from Öyäri ina district of Madhyadesa to serve 
under Paramära Vairisimha at Dhara. Further, the donee is stated to have been appointed by 
Bhöja, the king of Mälava, as the guardian of the fort called Enakai or Ainakai and the former 
is stated to have made over the fort to Bhillama. Bhillama is then described as having suppressed 
the enemies of Ahavamalla (i.e., Chalukya Sömesvara D who was the brother of the former’s 
queen Hamma, also called Srivalladévi in our record. Paramära Vairisimha is evidentiy identical 


with Vairisimha II, the predecessor of Siyaka Harsha. This appears to be the only reference 
to Vairisimha outside the records of the Paramära family. 


On the second side of the third plate of the same charter is engraved another: undated 
record in a different hand. The document purports to belong to Bhillama’s. successor Séuna- 
chandra who is stated to have raised the sunken’ glory of the Chalukya and also of the 
Konkana. In connection with the latter statement, it may be noted that we know of a Govinda- 
raja of the Maurya family, probably of the Konkan, who figures asa feudatory of Seunachz. 
ndra II (Ep. Ind., Vol. II, p. 221). 


No. 35 belongs to Karna alias MaháSivagupta, the Somavaméi king of Orissa. The first 
plate containing the beginning of the charter was edited long ago (JBORS, Vol. XVI, pp. 206 
ff.). Most of the introductory stanzas in this inscription are also found in the Balijhari 
(Narasingpur) plates of Udyótakésarin (ibid., Vol. XVII, pp. 1 ff). The other two plates of the 


present set were recently discovered and they throw fresh light on the history of the later 
members of the family. The charter records a grant of king Karna made in favour of Rani 
Karpirasri who is stated to have hailed from a locality called Salönapura-mahävihära in 
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Utkala-déSa. The donee is stated to have belonged to Käsyapa-götra and to have been the 
daughter of Mahäri Mahinadévi and the grand-daughter of Udayamati. She appears to have 
been born of a harlot and wasa secondary queen or concubine of the king. Her mother’s 
epithet Mahäri (Oriya Mähäri) means a Devadäsi or a harlot. King Karna alias Mahäsiva 

gupta, the donor of the grant, is described as the brother and successor of Purafijaya, the son of 
Janaméjaya and the grandson of Uddyotakesarin. King Purafijaya’s prowess is stated to have 
caused fear in the minds of the kings of Gauda,  Dahala, Kalinga and Vanga. The charter 
is dated in the 6th regnal year of king Karna. The record has to be attributed to the beginning 
of the twelfth century. This charter affords an epigraphic evidence of the rule of Karna 
who was so far known from a reference to Karnakésarin, king of Utkala, in the commentary 
on the Rämacharitra. The record is published in Ep. Ind., Vol. XXXIII, pp. 263 ff. 


Of the two copper-plate grants (Nos. 54 and 55) of the Gahadavalas of Kanauj, No. 54 
belongs to Madanapäla and is dated in V.S. 1164, Vaisakha Su. 3, Akshaya-tritiya, Thursday, 
corresponding to April 16, 1108 A.D. It records the gift of the village of Saja in AruréSa-pattala 
by the king to Pandita Gangadharasarman of the Bhäradväja götra. The gift village Saja has 
been identified with the village of that name which is seven miles from Badera, the findspot 
of the record. No. 55 belongs to Gövindachandra, son and successor of Madanapala. The firs 
of the two grants is published in JUPHS, Vol. XIV., Part I, pp. 66 ff. and Plate, and the

B. Inscriptions on Stone and other Materials 


The excavations at Nägärjunikonda have yielded some new inscriptions of which two 
(Nos. 4-5) throw welcome light on the history of the Ikshvaku ruling family. Both of them 
are in Sanskrit, one in verse and the other in prose. and both refer to the construction of 
temples for Brahmanical deities. One of the temples was built for the god Sarvadeva (probably 
Siva) in the lith year of the reign of king Ehavalasri and the other in the name of 
Pushpabhadrasvamin (Mahadéva) in the 16th year of reign of the same king mentioned as 
Maharaja Ehavala Chäntamüla. We know that this king @e., Chanta;nüla II) was the son of

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kings in almost identical terms as the record reviewed above, cites the donor Maharaja 
Rudrapurushadatta as the son of Maharaja Ehavala Chäntamüla (IT) by his queen Varnmabhatä 
who was daughter of a Mahakshatrapa and belonged to the Brihatphala görra (Bahaphala_ 
sagöta). King Rudrapurushadatta is said to have set up a memorial pillar (chaya-khambha) 
for his departed mother in the 11th year of his reign. The same Ikshväku ruler seems to have 
been mentioned as Ru/apurishadatta in the Prakrit inscription from Gurzala wherein the name 
has been wrongly read as Rulmupurisadatta (Ep. Ind., Vol. XXVI, p. 125). The Prakrit form of 
rudra may be both rudda and rudda and the form ruda, without reduplication of the second 
consonant, seems to be written as rula in the Gurzala inscription. The date of the Gurzala 
inscription has been read as the 4th year of his reign. The matrimonial connections of the 
Ikshavakus with the Saka Mahakshatrapas of Ujjain is already known to us from another 
inscription from Nagarjunikonda (Ep. Ind., Vol. XX, pp. 4 and 19, B 57); but the fact that 
the latter claimed the Brihatphala görra was so far unknown. The importance of the 


inscriptions reviewed above lies in that they furnish us with the genealogy of four generations 
for the Ikshvàku kings as follows :

The genealogical data furnished by these epigraphs add two more members to the Ikshvaku 
royal family who were both sons of Ehavala Chantamiila II, viz., Mahardjakumara Häritiputra 
Virapurushadatta (11), son of queen Kupanasri, and Maharaja Rudrapurushadatta of 
Rulapurisadata, son of Varhmabhata of the Mahakshatrapa house. The former was a prince 
(Mahäräjakumära) till the 16th regnal year of his father Chámtamúla II while the latter 
succeeded his father and ruled at least up to his eleventh regnal year. Ibid, Vol. XXXIV, pp.17 ff. 


No. 255 from Chikkerür in the Hirekerur Taluk, Dharwar District, is dated the full-moon 
day of Phalguna in the Saka year 917, corresponding to the 18th February 995 A.D., and 
refers to an expedition of Mahamandalésvara Ahavamalia against Uppala (Utpala) of the north 
after he had put down his adversaries inthe south. "The reigning king of the Western Chalukya 
dynasty on the date cited was Ahavamalla Taila II (973-997 A.D.). Mahamandalesvara 
Ahavamalla referred to in the record may be identified with lrivabedamga Satyasraya, the 
son of Taila II. Literary as well as inscriptional evidence supports this identification. In the 
Gadayuddha, Ranna alludes to prince Satyasraya having assisted his.father in the latter’s military 
campaigns. An epigraph of Taila II from Kogali in the Hadagalli Taluk of the Bellary District 
(SII, Vol. IX, Part i, No. 77) points to the Cholas as the principal enemies of the Chalukyas 
in the south. As for Uppala of the north, against whom Ahavamalla is stated to have proceeded 
soon after his southern campaighs, he may be identified with Paramära Utpalaraja, i.e., Vakpati 
Munja, whose death is placed between 993-94 and 997 A.D. On the first of these two dates 
Subhäshitaratnasandölha was compiled by the poet Amitagati during Muñja's reign and the 
second is the last year of Taila at whose hands the Paramära king is known to have suffered 
defeat and death. The present record shows that Paramara Muñja's death occurred subsequent 
to February, 995 A.D. It is not unlikely that Munja was captured in the course of his encounter 
with the Chalukyas referred to in the present inscription. The record has been published in Ep. 
Ind., Vol. XXXIII, pp. 131 ff. 


Another inscription (No. 40) of Irivabedanga-Satyäsraya comes from Punyavölu in the 
Warangal Taluk of the Warangal District, Andhra Pradesh. It is engraved on a pillar set up 
inside the garbhagriha of a deserted temple in the village and records gifts ofland and a tank 
in the village of Ayyanavolalu as pannasa to Kesanamayya of Väji-kula by Arasapayya, the 
Angaraksha and Tantrapäla of the king, stipulating a siddhäya of 35 drammas on the lands 
given. The date of the record, viz., Saka 939, Plavanga, Kärttika šu. 5, Thursday, is irregular. 
The Saka year corresponding to the cyclic year Plavanga in the reign of Irivabedamgadeva was 
929 and this, it may be noted, was the very last year of the king’s reign. 
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No. 343 from Bannigöl in the Lingsugur Taluk of the Raichur District, Mysore State, is 
dated in Saka 947 (1025 A.D.) and records a perpetual grant of income from lands at specified 
rates to Märamayya, the Urodeya of Bannigola, and three others by Tıailökyamalla Vijayaditya 
ruling from Moraganüru. The donor does not bear any regal titles such as Maharaja. - 
Prithvivallabha, etc., nor is there any ruling king bearing the name Vijayāditya among the 
Western Chälukyas of Kalyana during this period. The reigning king Jayasimha Il was a Jaga- 
d&kamalla and his son and successor Somé@svara | was a Trailokyamalla. Trailokyamalla Vijay- 
aditya of our record may therefore have been a local chief. It may be recalled in this connection 
that it was about the date of this record that the battle of Musangi or Muyangi (i.e., Maski) was 
fought between the Western Chalukyas and the Chölas for the control over Vengi. Vimaläditya’s 
son Räjaräja and his step-brother Vijayáditya were contesting for the throne of Véngi and they 
sought the aid of the Chöla and the Chälukya kings respectively. Since the Chälukya king and 
his Eastern Chälukya partisan sustained a defeat in the battle referred to above, it may be con- 
jectured that the Eastern Chälukya Vijayäditya took shelter in the Western Chälukya dominions 
after his expulsion from the Vengi country and that he was ruling over the Lingsugur region as 
feudatory of the Chälukya king. The identification is, however, doubtful since Vijayäditya’S 
secondary name Trailökyamalla remains unexplained. The Eastern Chälukya Vijayäditya is 
moreover believed to have taken refuge in Kalinga (Venkataramanayya, The Eastern Chalukyas 


of Vengi, p. 200). 


Of Trailókyamalla (Somésvara 1) , three records of the current collection are worth 
noticing. Two of them (Nos. 365 and 253) respectively from Mudgal in the Lingsugur Taluk 
and Chikkerar in the Hirekerur Taluk of the Dharwar District afford the earliest date for the 
mention of Kalyana as the nelevidu of the king. The records, although citing the successive 
cyclic years Sarvajit (No. 365) and Sarvadharin (No. 253), agree in quoting the same Saka year 
viz., 970, which would correspond to Sarvajit if current and to Sarvadhärin if expired. The 
details of the date in the Mudgal epigraph are lost on account of its worn out nature 
while those of the Chikkerür record yield the equivalent July 25, 1048 A.D. 


he third epigraph, No. 342 from Bannigöl, records a grant of land by the king to the 
la where he is stated to have camped on his way back from 
d the fort from trouble.’

Sravana ba. 15, Sunday. Although the details of the date do not appear to be regular as 
Srávana was an intercalary month and as the week-day on the new moon day in'either the 
Adhika or the Nija month did not correspond to a Sunday, the year Saka 977 (1055 A.D. 
closely followed the battle of Koppam. Kummata, within the reach of Bannigola where the 
king camped, may be identical with the place of the same name close to Anegondi in the 
Kudligi Taluk of the Bellary District. The area around Kummata was under the control of 
Hoysala Vinayäditya during this period as indicated by an inscription (Ep. Carn., Vol. IV 
Part II, Ng. No. 32) at Alesandra in the Nagamangala Taluk which mentions the Hoysala, 
dominions as including, among other places, Savimale, identified with the Kumarasvamin Hills 
near Kummata. The Hoysalas were then the trusted feudatories of the Western Chalukyas.

Bannigola, it is interesting to note, is referred to as the kuttumbitti of Söm&svara’s queen 
Kétaladévi. The expression kuttumbitti appears to be a variant of kufumba-vritti and may 
probably mean a free holding, for the maintenance of relatives. 

Three records, Nos. 353-35 from Kansävi in the Lingsugur Taluk, bearing an identical date 
in the 30th year-of the Chälukya-Vikrama era (1105 A.D.), mention Mahämätya Dandanayaka 
Mahéévarayya as the donor. This officer is as yet unknown from any other record, 


f Vikramaditya VI (No.i3), comes from Ainavolu in the Warangal 
f Akshaya-Amavasya in the Chalukya-Vikrama year 43 corresponding 
gifts made by Dandanäyaka Ayyanamarasa or Sürayyanamarasa, 
another officer of the king, to the temple of Súresvaradeva at Ayyanavolalu situated in 
Anmakonda-7000. The village Ayyanavolalu or Ayyanavrolu as it is also called, as well as 
the god Sürésvaradéva were obviously named after the donor himself.

Prataparudra II. No. 31 from Hanumakonda is a fragment- 


ary inscription which mentions three generations of the rulers, namely, Beta of the Durjaya 
family, his son Próla, and the latter's son Beta (I). The last named ruler is stated to have

s ple Pröla claims to have been. That this 


The Kakatiya-records collected 
of the dynasty from Pröla down to 


to Raméévara-pandita whose disci 
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Chalamartiganda Pröla was the son of Tribhuvanamalla is known from the thousand-pillared 
temple inscription of Rudra (No. 24 ; Hyd. Arch. Series, No. 13, Ins. No. 3, pp. 8 ff.) and several 
other records. The Kazipet inscription (ibid. Ins. No. 7) reveals the name of Tribhuvanamalla'S 
father as Béta to whom it attributes the grant of Sivapura in Anmakonda to Raméévara-pandita 
as in the record under review. Putting together the information furnished by these inscriptions, 
we get the following genealogy of the early members of the Käkatiya family:

No. 52 from Warangal is a fragmentary record dated $aka 1105 in the reign of Rudra. It 
is in Sanskrit verse and Telugu and records a grant of the village of Pasumadapalli by the king. 
The composition of this epigraph may be attributed to the poet Achintendravara, the author 
of the thousand-pillared temple inscription of this king referred to above, the details pertaining 
to the poet being identical in both the records. The dates of the two records suggest that the 
poet continued to serve in the court of king Rudra for over two decades. However, barring 

_ these two epigraphs which by themselves may be classed as compositions of a high order, no 
literary work of this poet appears to have come to light so far. 


Nos. 28 and 29 mention the king’s minister Gangädhara who is said to have hailed from 
Vellamki in the Vengi country. Among the exploits of the minister is mentioned his conquest 


of king Méda which fact is also referred to in the thousand-pillared temple inscription though 
in an obscure way. 


No. 46 on a broken pillar kept in front of the Khush Mahal in the fort at Warangal belongs 
to king Mahadéva, son of Pröla. This is the only record so far known for this king and is 
important in that it mentions him as a ruling king, a fact corroborated by the inscriptions of his 
son Ganapati. The record is fragmentary and its date also is lost. A verse in it makes a 
significant statement that, although the king acquired the sovereignty of the kingdom late in 
his life, he cared not for it but took to the worship of the god Sambhu. Obviously his predecessor 
and brother Rudra must have died without issue and this necessitated Mahadéva’s accession 


to the throne. He seems to have taken intensively to the pursuit of religious studies under the 
guidance of the Saiva teacher Dhruvésvara-muniévara. 


Among the records of king Ganapati, Nos. 37 and 38, both from Kondiparti, mention the 
chiefs of Malyala, who claim to belong to the Durjaya family and of whom Dannapa is 
mentioned as the earliest member. From No. 37, dated Saka 1125, we learn that Dannapa was 
succeeded by Sabba who was followed by Kata and that Käta’s sons were Pöta and 
Chaunda. The last mentioned chief, viz., Chaunda, is stated to have caused the construction of a 
tank called Chaunda-samudra and granted the village of Chaundapura as an agrahära, both 
named after himself. No. 38, dated Saka 1162, also furnishes the same genealogy as far as 
Kata, the son of Sabba. The further details pertaining to the sons of Kata are lost in the record 
which, however, mentions another Kata whose wife was Kächämbikä and who was obviously 
different from the Kata of the earlier record as may be surmised by the difference in the dates 


of the two inscriptions. He was probably the son of Pöta or Chaunda and was named after his 
grandfather. 


No. 49, also belonging to the reign of Ganapati, gives a long list of levies on various articles 
of merchandise which were made over to the temple of Virabhadrésvara for worship and 
offerings. Attention may be drawn here to the rates of levies on similar articles of merchandise 
enumerated in the Motupalli grant of the same king (Ep. Ind., Vol. XII, pp. 188 ff.). 


No. 36 is inscribed on a rock on the hillock called Siddhésvaruni-gutta, about a mile and 
a half to the south of Hanumakonda. It is a composition in Sanskrit verse engraved in Telugu 
characters and describes, in a highly ornate style, the Andhra country and the city of Ekasila 
‘in it. The composition, a kavya of no mean order, is unfortunately incomplete, stopping 
abruptly in verse 38 and leaving us in the dark about its date or author. Nevertheless, from its 
palaeography and the fact that its theme contains an account of the city of Ekasila, we may 
assign the récord to the time of the Kakatiya king Ganapati (1199-1260 A.D.). A noteworthy 
feature of the composition seems to be the deliberate avoidance of the letters of the pa-varga 


and of vowels like u, à, ri, ö, and au andthe semi-vowel v. This reminds us of the style o 
composition known as niróshthya and employed 


by Dandin in Chapter VII of his Da 
sakumáracharita. . 
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Of the three records of Pratäparudra II, the last of the Kakatiya monarchs, No. 20 from 
Gannavaram mentions a general named Mävulerhka, son of Malluböya, as the donor of som 
land in Garivindapalle to the deity Pratäpakiriti-Göpäla. 


It may not be out of place to notice here an inscription in Nagari, from Gaya (No. 132) 
which mentions a Pratäparudra whose preceptor was the Saiva teacher Tribhuvanavidya- 
.chakrayartin Mallikarjuna. There is, however, no clue in the record to the identity of either 
the king or his preceptor. However, two verses in the epigraph have a bearing on this point. 
The verses in question describe the person as a great devotee of Siva and as hailing 
from Mantrakita on the bank of the Gautami (Gödävari) south of the Vindhyas.-Mantraküta 
is often referred to inthe Kakatiya inscriptions as Mantrakütanagari, Mantraküfapura and 
Manthani and is identical with the modern Mantenna or Manthani on the bank ofthe Godavari 
in the Karimnagar District. King Prataparudra mentioned in the record therefore belonged to 
the Käkatiya dynasty. This surmise is strengthened by the fact that Prataparudra of this 
record, like the other Käkatiya monarchs, was a Saiva by persuasion, being a disciple of the 
Saiva teacher Mallikarjuna. This inscription along with some others from Gaya has been 
published in Ep. Ind., Vol. XXXII, pp. 103 ff., where the king has been identified with 
Kakatiya Prataparudra I. 


We have already referred to the poet Achintendravara, the author of the thousand-pillared 
temple inscription. Nos. 56 and 57 refer to another poet named Narasimha who is also 
already known to us from two other inscriptions (A.R. Ep., 1950-51, No. B 108, 1952-53, No. 
B 117), both from Warangal, which refer to the poet’s commentary on the Rigveda, 
Rik-chhüyá, and his other work entitled the Kakatiyacharita as well as the ganas referred to 
as Nrisimhókta ganah of which he was evidently the author. The two records under notice 
comprise each of a single verse in Sanskrit. In one of them (No. 56), the poet draws a 
comparison between himself and the incarnation of the god Narasimha in double entendre. 
The stanza runs as follows : 

A-prapta-sabha-stambho — py — a- vipanna-hiranyakasipur — api /

Unfortunately not one of the ten rúpakas, of which the poet claims to have been the author 
has come to light. From the words Malayavati-namni gadya-kavye occurring at the end cf the 
verse, it appears that the verse has beer. quoted from a gadyaikävya entitled Ma/ayavat- 
which has also to be attributed to the poet. The other inscription (No. 57), which is engraved 
in large characters on a huge rock and in which the poet describes king Vira-Rudra’s elephants, 


runs as follows :

The name of the poet is quoted after the above stanza. The mention of Kaka ti Vira- 
Rudra in the stanza helps us to place the poet in the time of Prataparudra II (1291-1330 A. D.) 


who is often referred to in inscriptions as Vira-Rudra. 


No. 19 from Elukurti mentions the Récherla chief Ganapati. The details of the date of 
the inscription are lost except for the cyclic year Kshaya. The record mentions. Muchcha- 
senäpati as the elder brother of Rudra-senapati. The latter's two sons were Löka-senäpati and 
Ganapati. The inscription records grants by the second of the brothers, i.e. Ganapati-senapati 
and others. Rudra-senäpati of this record is probably indentical wirh his name sake of the Pala. 
mpet inscription of Saka 1135 (Hyd. Arch. Series, No. 3) and the Draksharama inscription of 
Saka 1134 (SII, Vol. 1V, No. 117). Ifthe cyclig year Kshaya quoted in the record under review 
falls in the life-time of Rudra, we may equate it to Saka 1128. 


No. 12 from Ainavölu is a long inscription in Sanskrit verse and Telugu and furnishes the 
genealogy of the Récherla chiefs for four generations, viz., Vennaya-nāyaka; his son Dachi. , 
nāyaka; his son Singama-näyaka; his sons Anavöta and Madhava. Of these, Dächi-näyaka who 
is described as the best amons the generals of Prataparudra Il, is stated to have received from 
the king the title of Pändyaräya-gaja-kesarin for his victory over the ‚Pändyas while his son 
Singama-näyaka is extolled in epithets like Bhujabala-Bhima, Gajadala-vibhála and Arirayaraya 
Göpäla. Singama’s son Anavöta bears, in addition to many of the titles borne by his father, 
the epithets Raya-bandi-vimóchaka and Somakula-Parasurama. A It is not known whether 
Anavöta merely adopted the title Raya-bandi-vimöchaka as he did in the case of many others 
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borne by his predecessors or assumed it because he rescued or let off certain kings or chiefs who 
were imprisoned either by his opponents or by himself. The inscription states that Anavöta was 
the lord of the tract of the Telugu country comprising Orumgallu, Tribhuvanagiri, Rajakonda 
and Singupuram by the date of the record, viz., Saka 1291 (1369 A.D.). A point of interest in 
the record is an account of the origin of god Mailära in 5 stanzas (verses 23-27). It is said 
that god Siva, in order to protect Arjuna, assumed the form of a hunter (Sabara), fought with 
the demon Malia and killed him, thereby acquiring the name Malläri which in course of time 
became Mailära. The goddess, who accompanied her consort in the form of a huntress, is said 
to have been given the name Malachi. Malläri or Mailära, it is said, came to be the family 
deity of the kings of Ekasilä (Warangal). The composer of the record, Näganätha-kavi, the son 


of Pasupati-pandita of the Kausika géira, calls his own composition a nakshatra-mála of 27 
stanzas. 


Nos. 53 and 55 belonging to the Gajapatis of Orissa refer to the capture of the fort of 
Warangal. The details of the date furnished in both the records, though in different eras, 
work out to be the same, viz., 1460 A. D., February 2, Saturday. No. 53 is in Telugu and 
records the capture of the fort on the specified date by Kumara Ambbira (Hambira)-mahapatra 
(wrongly read as Ichcharädeva in A. R. Ep., 1902. No. 110, and SIJ, Vol. VII, No. 733), the 
son of Gajapati Kapilösvara-mahäräya. The other, which is in the Oriya language and 

, Telugu characters, states that Raghudéva-naréndra, son of Para$uráma who was the younger 
brother of the great KapilöSvara-mahäräya and the son of Jäge$vara-mahäräya, captured the 
fort on the above date. The genealogy of the members of this family furnished by this record 
agrees with the information supplied by Raghudéva’s copper-plate grants (4.R. Ep., 1955-56. 
Nos. A 4 and 5). The record further mentions Umainu-Sahä, i.e., Humayun Shah, the 
Bahamani Sultan of Gulbarga, as the reigning king of the land comprising Warangal at the 
time the fort was captured. It is clear that the cousins, Hambira and Raghudéva, attacked the 


fort from two different directions and captured it. The second of the two epigraphs is published 
in Ep. Ind., Vol. XXXIII, pp. 125 ff. 


Several epigraphs of the age of the Eastern Ganga kings of Orissa were copied from 
Kapilas in the Dhenkanal District and Puri in the Puri District. No. 408 engraved on the 
right wall of the doorway leading into the main temple of Markandéévara at Puri is dated in 
the 37th (?) year of the regnal reckoning of the great Arantavaraman Chödaganga (1078- 
1147 A.D.). It records that Sadhu Bhimadéva, a resident of Nirzlö-gräma stated to be an 
anga-bhöga of the god Purushöttama, and two others agreed to maintain a chhäya-dipa to be 
burnt before the god Markandesvara in return for having received some amount in gold. The 
details about the donor are not given in the record. But it is further on stated that after some 
time Sadhu Bhimadeva's son Nana discharged himself from this obligation by refunding the 
deposit and a certain Jivanta-sréshthin appears to have taken over the responsibility. The faci 
that Niralö-gräma was an añga-bhoga (i. e. an endowment, the income from which was 
utilised for the decoration of the deity) of the god Purushöttama-Jagannätha is interesting as it 
reveals the important position the god had attained before the date of this record even though 
we do not know when the temple for the god Purushöttamadeva was built by Chödaganga 
Further, this is the only inscription of king Chödaganga discovered at Puri and the earliest 


epigraphic record mentioning the god of Puri. The record is published in Ep. Ind., Vol 
XXXIII, pp 181 fi. 


No. 403 also from the Markandesvara temple is a Telugu inscription dated Saka 
1058 (1136 A.D.) recording a gift by Chödaganga alias Ganganäräyana Vélandi, son of Atyandi- 
The names of the father and the son remind us of another record from Alagum, a village abou; 
20 miles from Puri (Ep. Ind., Vol. XXIX, pp. 44 ff.), recording the donations of one Kamandj 
whose relationship to V&ländi, however, remains unknown. The Tamil influence in the 
Eastern Ganga dominions is already known to us from inscriptions at Mukhalingam wherein 
figure persons with similar names (A.R. Ep., 1936, para. 16). Two other records from the 
Markandesvara temple (Nos. 404 and 407) are dated respectively in the 3rd Anka year of 


Raghava (1156-70 A.D.) and the 14th Anka year of Bhanu (lor II) These records have been 
noticed in Ep. Ind., Vol. XXXIII, pp. 181-82. 


Nos. 390-92 from Kapilas are engraved on the stone kalasa lying in the precincts of the 
SikharéSvara temple. The inscriptions record the construction of the temple by the Eastern 
Ganga king Narasimha (probably Narasimha I, 1239-64 A.D.) and endowments of the villages 
Näganä-Bhimapura and Rayi-gräma in its favour by the king and his Séndpati by name Tulasi. 
The inscriptions have been published in Ep. Ind., Vol. XXXIII, pp. 41 ff. 

Of the inscriptions copied from the Municipal Museum, Allahabad, the following are 
noteworthy. No. 527 from Bharhut refers to the donor of the sculpture depicting Muchalinda- 
naga as Tisa of Bönäkafaka which may be the place of the same name in the Nasik region (cf. 
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| Select Inscriptions, p. 191; Ep. Ind., Vol. XXXIII, p. 59, No. 4). No. 564 refers to the 26th regne] 

year of king Räjamitra of the so-called Mitra family of Kausambi. He is also known from coin» 
(see JINSI, Vol. IV, p. 8, Pl. T. 6-9; p. 140, Pl. XII. 14). No. 516 refers to Bhayata: Múlayasa 
who bears the metronymic Käsiputa. No. 521 refers to Bhadrabala and his son king Vaisravana 
who is also known from coins (JNST, Vol. Il, pp. 106-7, Nos. 21-31, P1. IX. 6-8). No. 515 
mentions king Gauptiputra Varunamitra whose son was Köhadiputra (cf. Ind. Cult., Vol. 
I, pp. 694-95). 


The fragmentary pillar inscription (No. 518) of the time of Gahadavala Aradakkamalla 
is dated V.S. 1294, Damanaka-chaturdasi. It records the construction of a temple for the 
god Vindhye$varadeva by Uddalladévi, the daughter of Mahäsämanta Bharahadéva of the 
Räshtra (i.e. Räshtraküta) family of Kanyakubja-désa and the chief queen of Mahamandadéva 
who was a subordinate of the Gahadavala king. It also mentions a ruler called Ranaka-chakra 
varttin Lakshmana alias Dharmadeva who was probably related to Uddalladévi on the mother's 
side. The inscription has been re-edited in Ep. Ind., Vol. XXXIII, pp. 121 ff. An interesting 
fact that deities were sometimes considered as rulers is indicated by No. 531 of Viraraja dated 
V.S. 1404 which refers to the reign of the gods Umapati-Sankara (cf. ibid., p.127) etc., and 
reminds us of some of the records of the Eastern Gañgas of Kalinga representing the god 
Purushöttama-Jagannätha of Puri as the lord of the Ganga empire (see ibid., Vol. XXX, 
p. 19). 

Nos. 412-438 were copied from the Rajputana Museum, Ajmer. Of these, the earliest is No. 
417 which came originally from Nagari. It is dated in the year 481 of the Krita era (i.e. the 
Malava or Vikrama era). Another, inscription (No. 418) from Näsün is dated V.S. 887, 
Vaisäkha ba. 2. It mentions one Mandalesvara Isänabhata, son of Dhanika. The only Dhanika, 
known from inscriptions from these parts, is the Guhila chief of Chätsu who was a feudatory 
of Dhavalappadéva (Bhandarkar’s List, No. 1371; Ep. Ind., Vol. XX, pp. 122 ff.). But Guhila 
Dhanika flourished in V.S. 701 (644 A. G.), althogh the date has been wrongly read by 


. scholars. The inscription refers to the installation of the image of  Nilalohita by 


amundasvami-guru. 


| $5 Among the collections from Bhinmal and Jalor, Nos. 472-499 belong to the time of the 
di 


Chähamänas of Söngirä. Out of these, five belong to Maharajakula Sämantasirhha, three to 
"Mahärajakula Chächigadeva, two to Samarasimha and one to Udayasimha. The dates of the 
records range between V.S. 1239 and 1361. No. 497 from Jalor is interesting inasmuch as it 
records the construction of $ri-Kuvaravihära by Chaulukya Kumärapäla in V.S. 1221, its 
renovation in V.S. 1242 at the instance of Chähamäna Samarasimha of Songira, the con- 
struction of a torana for the god Mahavira and the hoisting of the flag on a staff made of gold in 
V.S.1256 at the behest of the royal family, and the setting up of the golden cupola in the 
newly built central hall for dramatic performances on the dipörsava-dina in ¡v-S. 1268 (cf. Ep. 
Ind., Vol. XI, pp. 54-55). The renovation of the temple by Samarasirhha within two decades after 
its foundation probably indicates that this Vihara built by Kumarapala was affected by the 
invasion of Mu'izz-ud-din Muhammad Ghiri who is said to have plundered Nädöl (The 
Struggle for Empire, P- 87). 

No. 495 from the same place, dated V.S. 1331 and belonging to the time of Maharäjakula 
Chächigadeva, refers to the Chandana-vihára pertaining to the Jaina monastery attached to the 
Nanakiya-gachchha to which 150 drammas were endowed by certain persons for the worship of 
the god Mahavira during the ashrähnika festival. The inscription refering to the said festival is 
dated the eleventh fithi of the bright half of Asauja (Asvina). According to Mirji 
Annarao’s Jaina-Dharma, p. 572, the festival is usually celebrated in the months of Ashadha, 
Karttika and Phalguna. The Halsi plates of Kadamba Ravivarman Und. Ant., Vol. VI, p. 26), 
where we find the earliest epigraphical reference to this festival, state that the king ordained this 
festival to be celebrated in the month of Kärttika. The epigraph is published in Ep. Ind. 


Vol. XXXIII, pp. 46-49. m 
Altogether fifty-seven inscriptions (Nos. 84-140) were copied in the Gaya District of Bihar, 
33 of them from Bödh-Gayä, 23 from Gaya and one from Ram-Gaya. Five inscriptions (Nos. 
84-88) from the residence of the Mahant at Bodh-Gaya are interesting in that two of them 
(Nos. 87-88) are written in Sanskrit in Nagari and in Burmese while one (No. 84) is in Burmese. 
Though very late, these epigraphs. recording the visit of the Burmese king Bagyidaw of 
Amarapura (No. 88) and of king Mindon Min and his queen to Bodh-Gaya (No. 87) to 
worship the Bodhi tree and the fabulous gifts they made on the occasion, show the influence 
that this holy place had on the Buddhist pilgrims from far off lands, even though the 
¡lerimage was probably made by the kings through proxies. Passing over the numerous short 
DANS j ‚ords in Prakrit mostly of a dedicatory nature and the well-known Päla records, 
od E ‚be drawn here to some new inscriptions in the Vishnupäda temple at Gaya 
MED RR ds: 126 and 132) They refer to the kings of the Kakatiya, Hoysala and the 
Visa dynasties. The Kakatiya record (No. 132) has already been referred to above

(see p.7). The Hoysala inscription, in Kannada language, contains two records (Nos. 126-126A 
one of which is engraved in Nagari and the other in Kannada characters. The former 
mentions king Vira-Narasimha and the latter is dated in the cyclic year Khara, Bhädrapada ba. 
30, Monday which was the day of the Mahalaya Amäväsyä, a tithi held most propitious for 
performing the Sráddha ceremony. The details of the date regularly- correspond to 1291 A.D., 
September 24. This date falls in the reign period of Narasimha III (1254-1291 A.D.). The first 
record mentions Appana, a priest of the king and records the establishment of a matha by 
him for the use of the pilgrims who visited Gaya. See Ep. Ind., Vol. XXXIII, pp. 103ff. 


Of Nos. 122 and 124 belonging to the kings of the Vijayanagara dynasty, the latter, datep 
Saka 1444 (current) =1521 A.D., claims to be a vijaya-Sasana of king Krishnadévaraya and 
mentions Mukku Timmana, who is known to have been a court poet of the king, asits author, 
A verse quoted in the record is from the poet’s work Parijatapaharanamu. We may 
understand the term vijaya-$ásana as dharma-vijaya-Säsana since Krishnadevaräya had nothing 


to do with the Gaya ıegion and apparently performed a pilgrimage to the holy place through hiS 
proxy Mukku Timmana. 


No. 122 belongs to king Achyutaräya, the -uccessor of Krishnaräya. There is a palpable 
mistake in the details of its daté, viz. Sälivähana Saka 1588, Vikärin. Margasira ba. 30, 
Friday. Neither did Saka 1588 correspond to Vikärin, nor did the year fall in the reign of 
Achyutaräya. Salivahana Saka here is apparently a mistake for the Vikrama era which was 
prevalent in the Gaya area and, with this emendation, the details regularly correspond to A.D 
1531, December 8. The inscription states that a certain Timmananna or Timmana made the 
former occupants of the Vijayanagara throne Gayd-mukta,obviously meaning that he performed 
the sraddha ceremony for king Achyutaräya’s ancestors at Gayä. These two records have 
been published in Ep. Ind., Vol. XXXIIL, pp. 110 ff. 


No. 304 from Satenahali in the Dharwar District of the Mysore State belongs to 
Srirangaraya of the Aravidu dynasty and records a grant/ made by Lakheya-nayaka; a 
subordinate of Sankhanna-nayaka, at the instance of the latter in the year Vikrama correspond- 
ing to Saka 1501 (wrong for 1502). The inscription refers to Sankhanna-nayaka as the son of 
Immadi Sadasiva-nayaka, the Mahanavakacharya of Keladi. The Keladinripavijaya states 
that the title Jmmadi was conferred on Sadasivéndra-nayaka by Krishnaraya while the 
Sivatattvaratnakara states that Sadäsiva-näyaka, who had obtained the title of Rayanayaka 
from Rämaräya, conferred his kingdom as well as the title /mmadi Sadasiva-nayaka on his 
own brother Bhadrappa. A copper-plate record of 1592 A.D. (Mys. Arch. Rep., 1923, pp. 105 . 
ff.) states that Sadasiva-nayaka and Immadi Sadásiva were grandfather and father respectively of 
Venkatappa-nayaka. We know that Sadäsiva-näyaka, the founder of the line, had two sons 
named Dodda-Sankanna and Chikka-Sankanna. It is clear from the evidence of the copper”' 
plate record cited above that either of the Sankannas had also the title Irmmadi Sadasiva-nayaka 
The eyigraph under review points to the fact that SadaSiva-nayaka himself was aiso called 
Immadi Sadasiva-nayaka corroborating the statement of the Keladinripavijaya, although 
Krishnaraya who is said to have conferred the title on the chief had long ceased to reign by the 
time of Sadasiva-náyaka. 


Among the miscellaneous epigraphs of the year’s collection, the following are noteworthy. 


Eight label inscriptions (Nos. 212-218) in archaic Chalukyan characters attributable to the 
7th century A.D., engraved on the pillars in the Jaina temple close to the Méguti temple at 
Aihole in the Bijapur District of Mysore State, give names such as Ananda-sthavira, Mahéndra, 
Bina-amman and Maureyan, and may be compared with similar labei records both from this 
place (A.R. Ep., 1928-29; Nos. E 1-31) and from Badami (ibid., Nos. E 101-131 ; 1927-28, Nos. 
E-93-238). 


Out of 8 inscriptions (Nos. 269-276) copied at Hamsabhàvi in the Dharwar District of the 
same State, four are on hero stones recording details of certain skirmishes probably connected 
with a raid against Kalarasa in the fort of Säliyür. Of these, No. 270 commemorates the 
death of Jakkeya-näyaka whose choice of duty in preference to marriage made him enter a 
fatal fight at the instance of his master Tuyyala Begüra Ketagavunda. 


D. Coins and Seals 
Coins 
78 coins were examined from originals, casts and photographs. 9 of them (Nos. 3-1 1) are 
from the Prince of Wales Museum, Bombay, and one each from the Allahabad Museum (No. 
78) and Indian Museum (No. 1) and one from Prof. R. K. Chaudhari of Begusarai (No. 2). 
The rest (Nos. 12-77) are from the old collection in the office of the Government Epigraphist 


for India, comprising about 610 coins, out of which 50 have already — been included in 
A.R. Ep., 1954-55, Nos. D 52 to 101. 
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Nos. 1 and 2 belong to the same type of silver coins of the fanka standard, though 
struck from different dies. Smith, who published No. 1 (Catalogue, p. 333, No. 3), could not do 
any justice to it, and the coin remained in obscurity. Unsuccessful attempts were made to read 
tne legend on No. 2 in three notes published in JNSI, Vol. XX, pp 55 ff., Plate IX, No. 5; but 
not even the name of the king who issued it was read correctly. Both the coins were issued by 
the Oinvar king Bhairavasimha of Tirabhukti (i.e. Tirhut or North Bihar), son of Darpa- 
näräyana, in Saka 1411 corresponding to his 15th regnal year. The coins have been discussed 
in Ep. Ind., Vol XXXII, pp. 326 ff. ard Plate. 


Nos. 3-9 and J0-11 discovered at Mudakavi belong to two varieties of a hitherto unknown 
series of gold coins struck by a chief whose chief epithets were Dandinagóva and Nigalankamalla. 
An inscription dated 1187-88 A.D. from Torgal (Ramdurg Taluk) helps us in identifying 
Dandinagöva-Nigalankamalla with a local ruler named Barma-Bhüpäla. The coins are discussed 
ın Ep. Ind., Vol. XXXII, pp. 77 ff. and Plate. Mudakavi is in the Belgaum District, Mysore. 


No. 12, which is Allan’s variety J of inscribed cast coins, isin a very good state of 
preservation compared to coins illustrated in his Catalogue (Ancient India), Pl. X. 8-10 (pp- 
88-89). Excavations at Besnagar yielded a few such coins, while according to Cunningham 
they are ‘found chiefly about Benares’. Our coin comes from Kausämbi. 


Lead coins Nos. 13-21 were collected some 20 years back from places around Pamarru 
in the Gudivada Taluk of the Krishna District of Andhra Pradesh. These coins, because of 
their crude execution and very fragmentary legends received no attention from numismatists 
until the third current series of excavations at the Nagarjunikonda valley yielded hundreds of 
such lead coins. One of the 39 coins. received for examination from the Superintendent» 
Nagarjunikonda Excavation Project (A.R. Ep., 1953-54, No.D11), read Siri-Vira...... which helped 
us to attribute some coins of the series to the Ikshvaku king Virapurushadatta whose seat of 
power was at Vijayapurl situated in the western part of the Nagarjunikonda valley. A large 
number of small lead coins unearthed during the first serizs of the Nägärjunikonda excavations 
and attributed by Longhurst (cf. Memoir ASI, No. 54, p. 10) to the usual Andhra type 
presumably belong to this series of Ikshvaku coins. The second series of the Nagarjunikonda 
excavations unearthed, strangely enough, only about half a dozen of these coins (Memoir AST, 
No. 71, pp. 30-31). Rapson published some coins ofthis type in his Catalogue, pp. 49-52 
Nos. 183-204, under the head “Name of king not known". The provenance of these coins 
may roughly indicate the territory held by the Ikshvaku rulers in the Districts of Godavari, 


Krishna and Guntur. That these coins do not always bear the conventional Ujjain symbol is 


clear from No. 13, where the Ujjain symbol gives place to a device consisting of 'six circles 
around a central one’.

Legends on Nos. 13, 14, 15 and 16 aıe well-preserved as they are Ip on plasticine 
lumps. Amongst the 10 others, all impressed on brittle sandy clay, Nos. 10, 12, 18 and 19 
still have their writtings well preserved. Most of them seem to bear personal names, while 
No. 6 is interesting as it refers to the Bhikshu-sarigha of the Vishnudvipa vihära.
